taken the power to inspect slaughter 
houses and pass or reject meat found 
therein, but there it ends. Regulations 
have been made by which the export of 
cows with indurated udders can be pre- 
vented, but these regulations have been 
overcome by the slaughter of animals not 
likely to pass the veterinary inspector. 

That this practice cannot be permitted 
to continue is the well-formed opinion of 
the authorities, though no official state 
ment has been made by the Irish Free 
State Minister for Agriculture. 


BREAD PRICES IN CORK 
AND DUBLIN.

WAGES AND CONDITIONS IN 
THE TRADE. 


The statements made by a prominent 
master baker in Cork to our special corre 
spondent in that city to account for the 
higher prices charged for bread in Cork are 
coiroborated by the Dublin master bakers, 
with one or two exceptions. 

While the price of the 4]b. loaf in Dublin 
is 94d. delivered and 83d. over the counter, 
consumers in Cork have to pay 94d. per 4b. 
loaf of first-class quality over the counter 
and 10d. per 4lb. loaf delivered. 

It is true, as stated by the Cork master 
baker, that the rank and file in the bakery 
trade there receive higher wages than the 
Dublin operatives. They get 96s. per week, 
as compared with 85s. per week fos the 
Dublin rank and file. 

Foreman in Dublin, however, receive more 
than in Cork. In the Southern city their 
minimum weekly pay is £5, while tn the 
capital they receive from £6 to £8 per week. 

lt is a fact, as stated, that the output per 
man in Dublin is not limited, except by the 
amount of material available. The Dublin 
vperatives work an eight-hours’ day, and turn 
out a reasonable amount of work tor that 
ieriod, 
| In Dublin there is so much manual work 
involved that skilled workers are necessary 
all through the operation of baking, the pro 
portion of unskilled labour employed being 
very small, indeed. 
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GHAMAPHONE FACTORY 
FOR DUBLIN. 


NEW INDUSTRY AT 
SMITHFIELD. 


‘Lhe erection of a sign-board with the title, 
“H. P. Fay Gramaphone Records, I.td.,’’ 
over premises in Smithfield, Dublin, was the 
first intimation of the establishment of a 
new industry which has great potentialities 
in the Free State. The directors of the 
company are Mr. Hugh P. Fay, an Irish- 
American engineer and business man, and 
Mr. Arthur W. Greenhill, of Pontifex House, 
Shoe Lane, London, and they are establish- 
ing this new business for the purpose of 
manufacturing eight-inch gramaphone records 
to be sold at Is. each and ten-inch 
records at 2s. 6d. each. The business will 
also embrace the manufacture of radic sets 
and accessories. 

When an Jrish Times reporter visited the 
new factory yesterday he found workmen 
busily engaged in the task of installing the 
necessary machinery, and it is expected that 
the assembling will be finished within a few 
weeks and the factory in working order next 
month. Starting with twenty-five work- 
men, there is a great field before the new 
company, and, should the output of Irish- 
made records meet with the success antic! 
pated employment will be found for a 
couple of hundred hands. The new records 
wili be known as “ Shamrock.”

STATUE OF ERIN ON 
“HARBOUR ROCK. 


IRISH-AMERICAN’S 
PROPOSAL. 
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From Ovr SPECIAL CORRESPONDENT. 

me te CORK, Wednesday. 

Cork is discussing with lively interest 
a suggestion that a Statue of Erin should 
be erected at the entrance to Cork Harbour 
on lines similar to the famous Statue of 
Liberty at New York. 

The proposal was placed before the 
Cork Harbour Commissioners at their 
meeting to-day in the course of a letter 
from Mr. Cornelius O'Donoghue, of Port- 
land, Oregon, U.S.A., who advances the 
view that the scheme would meet with a 
great deal of financial support from Irish- 
Americans, He further points out that 
the French nation endeared themselves to 
Americans by erecting the Statue of 
Liberty at the entrance to New York 
Harbour, and adds that, now that the 
Irish Free State is seven years in 
existence, the time is opportune when 
exiled sons of Erin should unite in pre- 
senting to their native country some 
tangible form of their love and patriotism. 

QUESTION OF SITE. 

The selection of a site for the erection 
of a suitable statue presents some diffi- 
culty, and there are many arguments to 
be put forward against a position on the 
cliffs on either side of the entrance to 
the port. If a scheme could be formu- 
lated—and there is no reason why sub- 
scriptions should not be invited for the 
purpose both in this country and America 
—then possibly the monument might best 
be located on the Harbour Rock, which 
is situated between the two channels pro- 
viding entrance tu the port. it is several 
years since the proposal to remove this 
obstruction in the centre of the harbour 
itself was turned down on the ground that 
it formed a natural breakwater and pro- 
tection against the south-westerly Atlantic 
gales for Queenstown and district. 

As only a few feet of water covers the 
Harbour Rock at certain stages of the 
tide, it would appear to be ideally situated 
for the purpose suggested, particularly as 
the statue would, like the Statue of 
Liberty. rise out of the water within a 
short distance of liners. arriving at and 
departing from Queenstown. 

WELL RECEIVED. 

It can safely be said that the proposal 
was favoprably received by members of 
the Harbour Board, and the matter was 
referred to the Chairman (Mr. Richard 
Wallace) and the General “fanager for 
consideration. Mr. Wallace told me 
this evening that, in his opinion, 
the question was more a national than 
a local one; but he added that any- 
thing that his Board could do to further 
the project would be done willingly. He 
further suggested that the Irish Tourist 
Development Association, coming into 
contact, as it does, with local bodies, 
should adopt the proposal in this country 
and gain the financial support of the whole 
Free State. 
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IMPROVEMENT SCHEMES 
IN NORTH DUBLIN. 


RURAL DISTRICT COUNCIL’S 
ESTIMATE. 


At the meeting of the North Dublin Rural 
District Council, which was held yesterday, 
the Clerk’s estimate of expenditure for the 
financial year ending March 31, 1930, was 
adopted. It amounted to £8,160, and in- 
cluded repayment of loans, £5,852; general 
charges, , and separate chargés, £1,700. 
Mr. Baggot said that their district had 
become very largely urbanised by the Council 
during the year. They were administerin 
their full powers under the Public Healt 
Acts; they had under way a £1,500 sewerage 
scheme for Killester, and had under con- 
sideration a like scheme for Cabra which 
weld greatly develop that district.

KING WILLIAM’S 
STATUE. 


WILL DUBLIN LOSE 
HISTORIC FIGURE? 
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It is now some weeks since the statue 
of King William the Third was removed 
from its estal in College Green, 
Dublin, following the injury received in 
the attempt to blow up the statue on the 
eve of last Armistice Day. It will be 
fresh in mind that, following the removal 
of the statue and its storage in the 
Corporation Yard, Hanover street, some 
persons entered the yard and removed 
the King’s head. Since then there have 
been many conjectures as to what will pe 
done with the statue, which has, after all, 
a great sentimental and historic interest 
for Dublin citizens. 

The delay of the City Commissioners 
in announcing their intentions with 
regard to the statue has given rise to a 
number of rumours, and much s la- 
tion as to its ultimate fate. In Dublin 
yesterday, for instance, the extraordinary 
rumour gained currency that not alone 
was the statue not going to be restored to 
its old site in College Green, but that i; 
would not be erected anywhere else in 
Dublin, and that, as a matter of fact, it 
had been acquired and would be taken to 
Northern Ireland for erection in Belfast. 

Inquiries by an Jrish Times reporter 
failed to confirm the rumour. One thing 
is certain, and that is that the statue is 
still in the Corporation premises at 
Hanover street. 

Interviewed by an Irish Times reporter 
on the matter, Mr. Commissioner Seumas 
Murphy said: ‘‘ The statue was taken 
down with very considerable care from the 
pedestal and carefully stored. As every- 
one could see from the Press, some 
persons entered unlawfully the place 
where it was stored and took away the 
head. The City Commissioners have not 
yet decided, in the circumstances, what 
they can do.” Questioned furthef on the 
matter, Mr. Murphy said that the police 
authorities had given very sound reasons, 
from the point of view of traffic regula- 
tions, for the removal of the pedestal, 
but the Commissioners had not come to 
any decision. 


8 A.M. TOO EARLY TO 
START. 


WORKING CONDITIONS IN 


DUNDALK. 


On the grounds that eight o’clock in the 
morning was too early to ask scavengers and 
tradesmen to start work, Dundalk Urban 
Council, at a meeting last Tuesday night, 
rejected a motion to alter the hours from 8.50. 

Mr. Clarke proposed the alteration, stating 
that the existing system meant that the men 
merely worked forty-two hours a week instead 
of forty-eight, and trades unionism of the 
Christian sort did not approve of cribbing of 
this sort. The man who was unable to be 
at his work at eight o clock in the mornings 
should be allowed to sleep all day. The staff 
was costing the ratepayers of Dundalk 
£10,000; the men had a good job and a 
guaranteed week, and should do their best. 

Mr. Corrigan opposed on the ground that 
8.30 was the recognised starting time in the 
Three Kingdoms, and on a winter’s morning 
it was cruelty to ask men to start earlier on 
an outdoor job. The hardest pressed rate- 
payer in the town would not ask men to 
commence work earlier than the present 
starting time. 

The Council declined to alter the hours of 
working. 


MEATH COUNCIL ANGRY 


WITH DEPARTMENT.

£10,000 LOAN PROPOSAL 
TURNED DOWN. 


At the adjourned quarterly meeting of 
Meath County Council a letter was read from 
the Local Government Department stating, 
with reference to the Council’s application 
for sanction to the raising of a loan of £10,000 
for the purpcse of certain road works, 
pointing out that the works to be undertaken 
were not such as could properly be charged 
to loan. In the documents supplied it was 
stated that most of the work Bh age would 
consist of quarrying and breaking stone and 
supplying same to various roads; expenditure 
on work of this nature is a proper charge 
against revenue. As only works of per.nanent 
improvement can properly be defrayed out of 
loan the Minister is precluded from giving 
sanction to the raising of the loan for defray- 
ing the cost of the works proposed. If the 
Council, however, decided to undertake the 
work in advance of next year's road work 
scheme, the Minister would not be disposed 
to raise objection to a temporary overdraft for 
the purpose up to 31 March next on condition 
that full provision is made to meet the ex- 
penditure in next year’s estimates. 

The Chairman, Mr. J. Quinn, said that he 
did not think they could very well provide 
£10,000 in next year’s estimates for the 
purpose proposed. It was their idea to 
borrow it for a period of five years. 

Senator Duffy said that he could not under- 
stand the attitude of the Minister in refusing 
sanction to this loan. The stones would not 
melt off the roads in a few months—they 
would surely have a lifetime of five years. 
If they put the £10,000 on next year's 
estimates they would be told we were eX- 
ceeding their;spending. powers. e knew of 
heads of families who* were awaiting this 
work, and who would now have to apply 
for home help. The Council had considered 
all this, and, having first-hand knowledge of 
the state of things and the destitution in 
Meath, they came to the conclusion that the 
proper thing to do would be to borrow 
£10,000 and spend this money on the by- 
roads of the county where the ratepayers 
would derive the greatest good. He would 
like to propose a resolution of protest, and 
ask the Minister to reconsider his decision. 
This work should have, he added, been started 
six weeks ago. 

Mr. McDonald seconded, and said he would 
add that a deputation wait on the Minister. 
The Council had expected that the money 
would have been available before now so as 
to give the workers a few weeks’ pay before 
Christmas. Many workers were in the hope 
of it and deferred looking for home help, with 
the result that there were many homes 
poverty-stricken on Christmas Day. He could 
only conclude that some pressure had been 
brought to bear on the Minister—perhaps, 
had they agreed to the 26s. rate of wages 
the money would have come long ago. 

Mr, Kelly (Fianna Fail) said that if they 
were not able to provide relief for the unem- 
wed they would eventually be throwing a 
ot, of unfortunate workers to seek home help 
I: was decided to send a deputation to wait 
on the Minister to ask him to reconsider his 
decision.

FOUR COTTAGES INVOLVED. 
> 
RESCUE OF OLD-AGE 
PENSIONERS, 


Four thatched two-roomed cottages in the 
town of Swords, County Dublin, were de- 
stroyod by fire early yesterday we ! 
Three of the cottages were occupied by old. 

e pensioners, one of whom was a bed. 
ridden woman, eighty years of age. The 
occupants were all removed from the build- 
ings by the Civic Guards and civilians be- 
fore any real danger of the fire could reach 
them. 

The cottages are the property of Mr. 
Thomas Long, Newtown House, Swords, and 
are situated at the junction of Malahide 
road and the Main street of the town. A 
few minutes before one o'clock yesterday 
morning the outbreak was reported to the 
Civic Guards. Sergeant Diffley, with Guards 
Tehan, McGinn, Murphy and Delaney, found 
the thatched roof of two of the cottages 
ablaze. 

The first cottage to catch fire was that in 
which Thomas O'Reilly, an old-age pen- 
sioner of eighty years, lived alone. Havin 
seen to tha safety of the aged invalid an 
the other occupants of the houses, the 
Guards, assisted by some civilians, removed 
the contents of the four cottages, and then 
attacked the fire, which had spread to the 
three adjoining roofs, To prevent its exten- 
sion to the row of cottages on the northern 
side, cne hundred yards from which there 
is a petrol station, the Guards demolished 
part of the fourth roof. They also cut the 
rafters of the three blazing roofs, which then 
fell in, and thus they succeeded in confining 
the fire to the four cottages. 

In case of necessity, the Dublin Fire 
Brigade had been notified of the outbreak, 
and had been asked to stand by, but its 
services were not required, 

The Guards were greatly handicap for 
a supply of water, the only source of which 
was a small fountain about one hundred 
yards from the cottages. Sergeant Diffley 
and his men are to be congratulated on the 
manner in which they handled the outbreak.

Fares on the Belfast 'buses, which were 
| recently acquired by the Belfast Corpora- 
tion Tramway Committee from local ’bus 
companies, are again to be revised,

PROGRESS OF. THE £1,500,000 


RESERVOIR SCHEME. 


The Board of Engineers (Messrs. H. P. 
Hill, Edward Sandeman dnd W. J. E. Binnie), 
which has been assisting the Belfast Water 
Commissioners to overcome the difficulties 
which they encountered in the Silent Valley 
Reservoir scheme, in the Mourne Mountains, 
state that during 1929 the whole length of 
the trench across the Silent Valley will be 
opened up, and it is expected that by the 
end of the year very substantial progress 
will have been made. 

The programme for the work this year in- 
cludes the removal of treacherous material 
from below the embankment and the forma- 
tion of the stone toe at the base of the em- 


bankment, the under-drainage of the outer 
slope, and possibly a commencement on the 
flood escape works. Until the trench is com- 
pleted and filled with concrete it will not be 


possible to make a commencement on the 
actual bank itself. 

The scheme when completed will cost up- 

wards of one and a half million pounds—mure 
than half a million greater than originally 
contemplated—as the solid rock foundation 
was not reached at the depth expected. 
_ The work carried out during last year, it 
is stated, bas proved that the methods 
adopted to deal with the very great difti 
culties encountered have been sound, and the 
designs for the completion of the work are 
in hand, and should be presented to the Com 
neers in about four or five months’ 
ime.

NORTHERN STALL-HOLDERS 
WHO USE DUNDALK MARKET. 

At the meeting of the Dundalk Urban 
Council a notice of motion to reduce the rents 
charged to Northern Ireland stall-holders who 
uso the Market square on Mondays was ad- 
journed. 

Mr. Corrigan, who moved in the matter, 
said that the existing rents were exorbitant, 
and were being thrown on the poor people 
who bought the goods. .

NORTHERN LICENSED 
TRADERS.

“ NO MORE IMPOSITIONS ” 
OF TAXES. 

Mr. $. B. D. Hall, Portadown, presided at 
the annual meeting of the Ulster Provincial 
Licensed Traders’ Defence Association in Bel- 
fast. 

He said that no other trade bore such a 
heavy burden of taxes as the licensed trade 
was called upon to pay, and they were not 
prepared to stand for any more impositions. 

Mr. M. Breen said that the Prime Minister 
had allowed himself to be dictated to by a 
few fanatics, and in 1923, without even a 
mandate from the people of Ulster, had 
allowed the most unpopular measure ever 
placed upon the Statute Book in Northern 
Ireland to become law. The result of that 
measure was that thousands of pounds 
weekiy found their way into the Free State 
coffers during the holiday season. The Co- 
vernment, realising that fact, were doing 
everything in their power to divert that 
trafic, and had even gone so far as to 
allocate a very large amount of money out 
of public funds ‘to enhance an association 
which had been established for the purpose 
of encouraging tourist traffic in Ulster. The 
Irish race was scattered throughout the 
globe, and the beauty spots of Erin were 
widely known, and had there been no 1923 
Act there would have been no call for any 
of these méasures in order to encourage 
tourists to this part of the country, 

The Secretary then read his annual report, 
which stated that the organisers had been 
welcomed in every town and district that 
they visited. 

During the past vear repeated representa- 
tions had been put forward to the Chancellor 
of the Exchequer by the various trade organi- 
saticns, in the hope that he might afford 
some relief in respect of the very heavy 
duties imposed on. spirits in the coming 
Budget. Licensed traders in the province 
were finding it very difficult to meet ex- 
penses. Under the 1923 Act the hours of 
trading had been curtailed by 25 per cent. 


During the year the board had granted 
financial assistance in several appeal cases

UNDER CONSIDERATION BY 
THE GOVERNMENT. 

Some time ago a scheme to investigate 
a few selected areas in the Free State 
by geo-physical methods was prepared by 
Mr. Dulanty, the Free State Trade Com- 
missioner in London, and Mr. W. H. 
Fordham, an authority on geo-physical 
surveying, who, last Tuesday, addre 
the Institution of Petroleum Technolo- 
gists in London on geo-physical survey- 
ing, illustrating his remarks by references 
to districts in the Free State. 


OFFER TO SHARE THE COST. 

The scheme, the estimated cost ‘of which 
was only £7,000, was favoured by several 
members of the Empire Marketing Board, 
who undertook to urge that body to 
defray one-half the cost on condition that 
the Free State Government would pay 
the other half. This scheme, I under 
stand, has been placed before the Ministry 
for Industry and Commerce, and is at pre- 
sent under consideration. ‘The scheme 
provided for the geo-physical survey, 
with proofs by boring or pit sinking, of 
certain areas in Clare and Wicklow.

RESULT OF PRELIMINARY 
INVESTIGATION. 


I am indebted to an authority on geo- 
physical surveying, who has done some 
preliminary investigation m the Free 
State, for the following statement in 
regard to the Free State’s mineral wealth.

(1) To finance the preliminary investigation 
of a few selected areas, on the lines of a 
scheme prepared by Mr. Dulanty, the Free 
State representative on the Empire Marketing 
Board, and submitted to the Empire Market- 
ing Board. The successful carrying through 
of: even a portion of this scheme would 
show that the Government has some sym- 
peeer and interest in the attempt to develop 
rish minerals, and would tend to inspire 
confidence in the existence of minerals. Once 
the sympathy of the Government is assured, 
capital will become available for mining. 
(2) The second step, which it is necessary 
for the Government to take, is to make its 
intentions clear as regards mining leases. 
It is useless to offer to grant prospecting 
and mining leases on the old dead rent and 
royalty terms of seventy years ago. 
Leases on terms, similar to those recently 
adopted in Canada, would be far more satis- 
factory, the Best scheme being something of 
this nature :— 


MINING LEGISLATION. 
TERMS OF PROSPECTING AND MINING LEASES. 
(1) Lease to be granted only to individuals 
or companies domiciled in the Free State. 
(2) Prospecting licences, with right to take 
mining leases, to be granted for two or 
three years on a five per cent. royalty basis 
on receipt of a deposit of 5s. per acre, the 
lease containing an undertaking to carry out 
certain prospecting work. If the work is 
not carried out, the lease to be cancelled and 
the deposit forfeited. 

lf it is desired to surrender the lease, full 
particulars of the prospecting work done to 
be handed to the Government, the deposit 
then being returned. On taking a mining 
lease the deposit to be refunded. 

(5) Mining leases to be granted on a profit- 
ge te basis rather than on a royalty basis, 
a dead rent being paid, this to be refunded 


if a certain number of men are employed on 
the lease.

INVESTIGATING THE 
BREHON LAWS. 


GERMAN SCHOLAR’S VISIT TO 
THE FREE STATE. 
Professor Rudolf Thurneysen, of the 
University of Bonn, Germany, arrived in 
Dublin, last night, for a period of six months’ 
study of old Celtic Laws and Irish literature 
generaliy. He has come on the invitation of 
the Royal Irish Academy as the joint guest 
of the Academy and the Irish Free State 

Government. 

As an Irish scholar, Professor Thurneysen 
holds a very high place. A man of keen 
intellect and great abilitv, he has made the 
study of Celtic philology and literature a 
life’s work. It is only within the last six 
or seven years that he has taken up the 
study of what has been stvled the most 
obscure department of Irish scholarship—the 
old Irish laws. He has already edited and 
published much important matter, and his 
work in this direction is stated to be little 
short of revolutionary. He has been 
hampered, however, by his inability to con- 


sult the original manuscript sources, the 
majority of which are in the libraries of 
Dublin. 

The purpose of his visit, he told an 


Trish Times representative last night, was 
to continue his study and research work in 
the old Irish laws and literature. He was 
confining his attention to the purely native 
Celtic laws, which were untouched by anv 
outside influences. These were more commonly 
known as the Brehon Laws. In the original 
old Irish texts, these laws were rather difficult 
to understard, but it was intended. by means 
of a series of scientific discussions with other 


authorities in this branch of Irish 
scholarship, to draw up accurate and 
complete texts of these laws. [In other 
words, that which they were striving to 


attain was the spirit of the laws.

~The suit is that of the St, Louis and 
O'Fallon Railway Company, which disputes 
Phe valuation of its property by the Inter- 
te Commerce Commission as a basis 
for calculating the amount of its profits 
im excess of six per cent. which the Govern- 
ment recaptures under the Transportation 
Act. 
. If all the railways of the country were 
Valued on the principle adopted by the Com- 
Mission in this test case their aggregate 
worth would be between twenty-three and 
twenty-four billion dollars. 


MILLIONS AT STAKE. | 

If the principle contended for by the rail- 
Ways were ie it the total valne might be 
as much as thirty-five billion or forty billion 
Wodllars. If the Court upholds the Commis- 
#ion’s process of valuation, the Government 
will recapture excess railway profits, aggre- 
ating several hundred million dollats, and 
freight and passenger rates will be unaffected. 

If the contention of the railways are sus- 
tained, the profits recapture will be negli- 
gible, and the carriers will have grounds for 
demanding an advance in rates sufficient to 
vield the fair return guaranteed 'y the 
Transportation Act on the higher valuation, 

The Commission has fixed six per cent. as 
a fair return, and the rates are now based on 
the lower valuation. Whether the Court will 
zo into the question of the principle involved, 
and render a decision that will guide the 
Commission in valuing the railways is a 
matter of speculation, for it is not necessary 
for the Tribunal to do so. 

When the Commission in February, 1927, 
decided that the St. Louis and O'Fallon Rail- 
way was subject to the recapture provisions 
of the Transportation Act, and that it should 
pay two hundred and twenty-six thousand 
dollars to the Government, as one-half of its 
earnings in excess of six per cent. on the 
value of the property, as found by the Com- 
mission, it looked forward to a decision by 
the Supreme Court that would determine how 
vailway properties should be valued. 


WIDE-REACHING DECISION. 

“ We are dealing here with one small rail- 
may,’ said the Commission. ‘* Nevertheless, 
what we do in this case we must in principle 
do for all thé railways in the United States. 
Whatever our decision its effect in dollars 
und cents is relatively unimportant in this 
particular case. But, having in mind as we 
must, the whole railway situation, the deci- 
sion is of the greatest consequence, froin 
both private and public points of view. 

The case is creating widespread interest 
here. ‘The case was appealed by the St. 
Louis and O'Fallon to the Federal Court tor 
the. Eastern district of Missouri. That Court 
in December, 1927, dismissed the bill of the 
railway for ah injunction prolubiting enforce- 
ment of the Commission s recapture order, 
largely on the ground that no confiscation of 

“property was involved, 

The Court did not go into the Commis- 
sion’s methods of determining the value of 
the property of the St. Louis and O'Fallon. 
Jf the Supreme Court should simply, for in- 
stance, affirm the decision of the Lower Court. 
and not go into the question of method of 
determining value, the O'Fallon case, it 3s 
contended by valuation attorneys, will not 
have settled the big issue.

CHANGED ATTITUDE. 

The B.B.C. have now apparently changed 
their attitude, and next month listeners-in 
will have the opportunity of looking-in as 
well. It is probable that the *‘sound’’ of 
the television entertainment will be trans- 
mitted from one station, probably Daventry 
or London, and the vision from another, the 
two being -synchronised. Facilities exist 
already for the transmission of vision from 
the Baird studios in Long Acre, and the 
television experts there have plans ready for 
musical and dramatic efhtertainments.

BERLIN, Wednesday. 

The reports indicating that the Union 
Government is becoming uneasy under 
the criticism of the German-South African 
Trade Treaty, and is considering the 
possibilities of withdrawal or amendment, 
are published here, but without comment, 
as there is nothing to be said at present 
by Germany. The Treaty has been passed 
by the Reichsrath and the Reichstag, and 
the next step is an exchange of ratifica- 
tions if the Union Parliament also passes 
it. If the Treaty were rejected by the 
Union Parliament, the Union Govern- 
ment might approach the German Govern- 
ment with the suggestion that, as it would 
not get the Treaty approved in its present 
form, alterations might be discussed, 

In the meantime, the German Govern- 
ment has no interest in raising the ques- 
tion. It has made a good bargain, even 
if the advantages are to be expected. in 
the future rather than immediately. Any 
approach must come from South Africa, 
and, so far, I am informed, nothing of 
the kind has been done, even in the shape 
of informal inquiries as to Germany’s 
attitude if the Treaty were rejected by 
the Union Varliament or were not laid 
before it.

DENSE FOG IN

FORCED ‘LANDINGS ©

Dense belts of fog again caused serious 
dislocation of transport over a wide area 
in Great Britain yesterday. Aeroplanes. 
some with passengers on board, were forced 
to land in various parts of the .country 
and to abandon the journey to London, 
while train and other services were 
delayed. 

‘Pog is likely to persist in the Mid- 
Jands, and from the Midlands across the 
Wash and towards Southampton Water,’’ 
an Air Ministry official told a Press 
representative last night. “The rest of 
the country should become free from fog.’’ 

An official of Imperial Airways said 
that the fog was very dense and appeared 
to be getting worse. “Only one ’plane 
arrived this afternoon,’’ he said. ‘‘ Others 
are down in different places between here 
and the coast. There should have been a 
German, a Dutch, a French and several 
Imperial Airways machines in. No acci- 
dents have occurred.’’ 

 $HIPPING HELD UP. 

Fog interfered extensively with shipping 
at Southampton yesterday. The White 
Star liner Majestic, due to sail this morn- 
ing, was held up, as also was the German 
East African liner Toledo, due from 
Hamburg. The Holland-American liner 
Volendam, due from Rotterdam to embark 
passengers for Canada and New York yes- 
terday, will not be able to do so until to- 
day. 

The Canadian-Pacific liner Melita, from 
Antwerp, and the German East African 
liner Nyassa, from Rotterdam, owing to 
delay. will be unable to embark passengers 
to-day, and will sail on Friday.

CHIEF CONSTABLE ON. A 
SOCIAL EVIL. 

In a report made yesterday to the Cardiff 
Watch Committee on the social evil created 
by the association of white girls with 
coloured seamen, the Chief Constable (Mr. J. 
A. Wilson) stated :—‘‘ If the present state of 
affairs continues, there will be shortly about 
200 half-caste boys and 200 half-caste girls 
to be absorbed into the commercial and 
domestic life of the city. 

‘The welfare or unemployment of these 
girls is not a police matter, but some agency 
should have the courage to grapple with the 
problem.”

He added that these tribes 
gct into teuch with ill-conducted cafes, which 
were open until the early hours of the morn- 
iug. He had suggesied to the Home Secre- 
tary that these cafes should he closed at the 
samme hours as the public-houses.

PARIS, Wednesday. 

The financial scandal of the Gazette du 
Frane, with its accused woman director, 
which has already been responsible for 
half-a-dozen suicides, and has resulted in 
‘a large number of arrests, continues to 
occupy the examining magistrate, M. 
Glard. 

This afternoon he proceeded to the 
Fresnes Prison, and cross-examined M. 
-Audibert, the editor of the Gazette du 
Franc,. who has been lying: ill in the 
prison infirmary. . 

M. Audibert energetically pleaded that 
he had acted in all good faith. He said 
that the very fact that he persuaded his 
parents and several friends to subscribe 
to the urganisation was sufficient proof of 
his ignorance that anything was amiss. 
Moreover, he was confirmed in his con- 
victions by the mora] guarantee of M. 
Moureux, stockbroker, who believed right 
up to the end in the honesty of the affair, 
and of eminent personalities, even 
Ministers. 

Replying to a question he said that his 
confidence was unshaken right up to the 
hour of the crash, and he was still at a 
loss to understand why he should be 
blamed. As evidence of his good faith he 
said that before the crash came he had an 
interview with M. Herriot, who assured 


him that no rumours were about. Then, 
next day, the attacks began, and the 
blackmailers tecame pressing. In any 


case, M. Audibert asserted that he had 
nothing to do with the financial question. 


PAYMENT FOR ARTICLES. 

Questioned further he sad that 
members of Parliament were paid for 
articles at ordinary rates. 

M. Amard, who had acted as an inter- 
mediary in certain matters, was then con- 
fronted with M. Andibert. He began Ky 
reading a long memorandum which made 
such aggressive references to M. Audibert 
that the latter’s counsel indignantly pro- 
tested. 

The magistrate cut the reading of the 
memorandum short, and began his in- 
terrogation. 

M. Amard one mere affirmed that he 
had not had the million franes, but he 
gave a new version of the matter. accord- 
ing to which Madame Hanau said: 
“ Dangle the payment of a million before 
the eyes of M. Mouthon, and then say 
at the last moment that you have not got 
that sum, but a cheque for two hundred 
thousand franes—the rest to be paid in 
several instalments.” 

M. Amard added: ‘‘ I have not told the 
whole truth. I have been talking about a 
blank cheque. In reality Madame Hanau, 
in her carriage, gave me a cheque for 
200,000 francs. That cheque I gave back 
to Madame Hanau on Sunday, in front cf 
M. Audibert.”’ 

M. Audibert, interrogated. said that he 
could remember nothing about it, but he 
would not say it was not true. M. Amard, 
changing his attitude, said: “ Audibert 
has got nothing to do with this.”

BELFAST SAVINGS BANK. 


A SUCCESSFUL YEAR. 


Although the past year was one of great 


depression in Belfast's principal industries, 


there has been a remarkable increase in the 
amount of deposits in the Belfast Savings 
Bank, which is largely supported by the 
working classes. 

The funds of the three departments of 
the bank on November 20 last totalled 
£5,771,442 9s. Sd., compared with £3,481,482

The depositors in the year ended increased 
from 36,026 in 1927 to 37,728, an increase of 
1,702, irrespective of the special investment 
department.

FARM WORK THIS 
MONTH. 


NORTHERN MINISTRY’S 
CIRCULAR. 
The Northern Ministry of Agriculture, in its 


monthly review, gives the following farm 
notes for January :— 


should be pushed forward in January; in 
many cases where stubble land is not in «fit 
condition lea ploughing can be undertaken 
and should be done when possible. 

In wet weather, wheh work on the land is 
not practicable, attention may profitably he 
given to the odd items of repairs necessary to 
keep buildings and fences in good order. 

It is not yet too late to apply phosphatic 
fertiliscrs to pasture. A moderate application 
(4-6 cwt. per statute acre) of bdsic slag or 
ground North African Phosphate will in many 
cases improve a poor pasture and enable the 
farmer to obtain a profitable return from the 
land. Where any doubt exists as to the kind 
or quality of manure to use, the County Agri- 
cultural Instructors will be prepared to give 


any advice or information that may be 
desired. 
Owners of bulls are reminded that the 


spring inspections will commence early in 
February, and that applications for inspection 
of bulls must reach the Ministry before the 
end of this month, otherwise a special in- 
spection fee must be paid. 

POTATOES. 
Stocks of seed potatoes in boxes should be 
exarnined from time to time and rogues and 
diseased tubers removed. Atiention is again 
directed to the necessity for planting only 
pure seed. In cross-Channel markets the 
difficulty of competing against supplies of 
potatoes from other countries is each year 
becoming more pronounced, and our growers 
cannot meet that competition effectively 
except by paying special attention to the 
demands of the market with regard to 
variety, purity and quality of produce. Every 
grower should, therefore, arrange ‘o take 
advantage of the Ministry’s scheme of inspec- 
tion of growing crops of potatoes. A certifi- 
cate is issued where the crop is up to the 
required standard of purity and a list 1s 
published by the Ministry containing names 
and addresses of Northern Ireland growers 
who have such crops, 
With regard to the operations of the 
Marketing of Potatoes Act, as far as the 
farmer is concerned the Act will require that 
potatoes offered for sale must be dry and 
clean, and in sound marketable condition. The 
Act will take effect at the beginning of 
February. 
Fruit trees should be pruned now, and pre- 
ferably before the application of winter 
washes. Useful information regarding prun 
ing is contained in Leaflet No. 34, copies of 
which will be sent free on request. The 
application of tar oil washes to fruit trees 
should receive attention before growth com- 
mences. Leaflet No. 33 contains all parti- 
culars as to preparation of the washes and 
times of application. Where American goose- 
herry mildew was observed last year the 
bushes, if of the variety Amber or Keepsake, 
should be sprayed now with caustic soda 
(2b. in 10 gallons of water). The spray 
should be ated in April and May. Leaflet 
No. 49. should be read for details. 
To avoid having empty egg baskets in 
August and September it is advisable to 
hatch a first batch of chickens this month. 
The birds hatched now will probably moult 
early but, nevertheless, they will enable sup- 
pliers to keep up their sales in autumn before 
the bulk of the pullets begin to lay. 


HINTS FOR THE MONTH.

See that thermometers are sound and 
order. 
Do nat rely on stale eggs for hatching. Eggs 
should be set as soon as possible after 
they are laid. 
Do not operate an incubator in a kitchen or 
in a room where the sun’s rays fall 
directly on the machine. 
If none but eggs of standard weight are set 
(minimum 2 oz.) there will be a much 
better. chance of obtaining large eggs 
from the pullets hatched from them.

VOCATLONAL” TRAINING 
ADVOCATED. 


— 


At a meeting of the Roscommon County 
Committee of Agriculture, which was held 
last Tuesday, the Right Rev. Monsignor 
Cummins said that the conviction had n 
forced upon him that itinerant instruction in 
agriculture was out of date, and did not 
give a sufficient return for the money spent 
upon it. It was useful as propaganda work, 
but after twenty-five years it was time to 
make a change, and to give more solid and 
permanent instruction to the farmers, and 
especially to the rising generation of farmers, 
than could be given by itinerant instruction. 

He believed that if there were one good 
agriculturalist got in every group of town- 
lands, or in every parish, to carry out a 
rotation of crops and till successfully on 
scientific principles, it would do more good 
than all the lectures instructors could give 
for the next hundred years. 

He was in favour of the. establishment of 
vocational or technical schools throughout 
the country, where boys who hoped to be 
the future farmers of the country could get 
the foundation of an agricultural education. 
Boys and girls, after completing their course 
in primary schools, should be obliged at the 
age, say, of fourteen, to attend a technical 
school for a period of two years. He sug- 
gested that the boys should attend in the 
early part of the day, and in the evening 
put into practical execution the instruction 
they obtained on their own farms. 

In his opinion, no one should be allowed 
to carry on farming without a farmer's certi- 
ficate. Their schools at present were only 
turning out men for jobs. Such schools were 
of little use to the bulk of the farming com- 
munity. They might, however, be made use- 
ful to men who would be real progressive 
types of the working farming class 11 the 
methods he had sugested were followed.

headings, ‘‘ Surprise by a Scientist. Flaw 
in N Prize-Winner’s Calculations,” a 
statement is made respecting the well-known 
work of Professor Millikan, of California, 
upon the value of the ionic charge. It 1s 
asserted that in the next ‘‘ Procedings of the 
Royal Society” a paper by Siegbahn will 
Muse showing by a new method that 

illikan’s figure is “ millions of times too 
big.” It proceeds:—‘' By a coincidence Pro- 
fessor A. S. Eddington, of Cambridge 
University, has just made a new theoretical 
calculation of this important figure, founded 
on relativity considerations, and his result 
agrees with Siegbahn’s.”’ 

The last number of the ‘ Proceedings of 
the Royal Society "’ is before me. In this 
there is a paper by Eddington, in the 
course of which he quotes the value of a 
certain expression which involves the ionic 
charge. Now, the value of this expression, 
when based on Millikan’s ‘experimental 
datum, ig 137.1, while, upon an estimate 
based on a theory of his (Eddington’s) own, 
it comes out as 136. There is no great dis- 
crepancy here. Further on he writes :— 
“At the last moment I have learnt of a 
new determination by Siegbahn, which gives 
for the ionic charge thé value of 4.792” in 
certain units. Professor Millikan’s value for 
the ionic charge is 4.774 in the same units. 


There is no sensational divergence here. 
Millikan’s result is rather the smaller of 
the two. 


While it is true of scientific research that 
there is no certainty as to what to-morrow 
may bring forth, it is at least safe to infer 
that, up to quite a recent date, Siegbahn had 
made no discovery seriously affecting 
Millikan’s value of the ionic charge. The 
last number of the Royal Society's “' Pro- 
ceedings’ is only just out, and Eddington’s 
paper, as cited above, is the concluding com- 
munication. It is dated December 10th. 

Professor Millikan’s claims to fame do not 
br osna upon this one result. Among much 
oth 


er valuable work his recent research 
respecting the nature and origin of the 
penetrating radiation which comes to our 


world from space may afiect fundamentally 
our conception of the physics of the Universe.

HEAVY RAINFALLS. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sin,— Meteorological! conditions vary 
greatly in different parts of our country, but 
the following statistics may interest your 
correspondent who, in yesterday's issue, 
asked for rainfall particulars. They are 
based on records kept by three generations 
of my family at Fassaroe, Bray. 

Taking the sixty years, 1856 to 1915, and 
me up the number of ‘* heavy falls ’’— 
1.¢., the occasions when one or more inches 
of rain fell in twenty-four hours—in each 
month, I get the following result :—October, 
52; August, 36; December, 44; November, 
53; September, 28; January and February, 
26 each; March and July, 24 each; April, 19; 
May and June, 17 each. For the fifty years, 
1856 to 1905, the average raimfall for each 
month works out as follows:—June, 2.535 


ins.; May, 2,696 ins.; July, 2.779 ins. ; 
March and September, 3.240 ins. each; 
February, 3.388 ins.; August, 3,529 ins. ; 


December, 3.889 ins.; January, 4.079 ins. ; 
November, 4.141 ins.; October, 4.318 ins. 

If the average number per month of rain 
days—i.e., days on which .Qlins. or more 
fell—is taken in preference to the average 
rainfall, the monthly order of wetness is not 
quite the same. June still rétains its posi- 
tion as the driest month, but the marked 
rise in January, in the average monthly rain- 
fall, is also maintained in the number of 
rain days, and places that month even above 
October as the wettest of the twelve in this 
respect. The average number of rain days 
per month in the same fifty year period is 
as follows:—June, 13.2; May. 13.8; April, 
14.3; September. 14.6: July, 14.9; February. 
15.1; August, 16.0; March, 16.3: November. 


16.4; December, 16.8; October, 17.6; 
January, 17.8. 
The heaviest annual rainfall at Fassaroe 


was in 1860, when 57.025 ins. were recorded, 
but the year 1882 shows the greatest number 
of rain davs—244. Fiom 1856 to 1921, when 
the records ceased, the greatest fall of rain 
in twenty-four hours was recorded on August 
25th, 1905—lorally known as the year of the 
“Great Flood’’—when 4.450 inches fell.—

CATTLE AND ROADS. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THY IRISH TIMES. 
Sin,—A letter in your paper yesterday 
headed ‘Cattle and Roads” calls on the 
Society for Prevention of Cruelty to Animals 
to urge the Government to make compulsory 
the dishorning of calves a few days after 
birth. I should hke to state that this Society 
has for many years recommended that this 
should be done, and that it will be very 
pleased if the Irish Farmers’ Union will join 
with it in bringing the matter once more 
before the Government. Jt is against the law 
to dishorn cattle over one month old, by any 
means, without an anesthetic. If the farmers 
wish their cattle to be safer and more sale- 
able, they should refuse to buy calves which 
have not been properly dishorned by the ap- 
plication of caustic potash before they reach 
the age of seven days; otherwise they must 
be prepared to meet the cost of a skilled 
veterinarian to administer the anesthetic. 
Owners of horses and cattle who suffer 
damage as a result of repairs to the roads 
should take the matter up with the County 
Council concerned. This Society has made 
frequent complaints about the slippery state 
of the roads, which makes them dangerous 
for horses and cattle, but the remedy seems 
hard to find. I shall be pleased to send to 
anybody who is interested leaflets which have 
been prepared by the Irish Master Farriers’ 
Association on the subject of modern methods 
of shoeing horses to suit the new roads. I 
have also leaflets explaining the method of 
dishorning calves by the caustic potash treat-

GUARDIANS’ CHALLENGE 
TO HOME OFFIU.. 


“EXCEPTIONAL DISTRESS.” 
a 


The Belfast Board of Guardians and the 
Northern Ministry of Home Affairs are again 
at loggerheads over the question of outdoor 
rehef to unemployed in the case of “ excep- 
tional distress. ' 

The Home Office maintains that this relief 
should be given by the guardians and the guar- 
dians regard this as a departure from ther 
long-established practice, and that if excep- 
tional distress exists among able-bodied 
persons it is a matter for the Government. 

week ago the matter was referred to a 
special committee of the guardians, who re- 
ported as follows :-— 

The committee having heard read the jetter 
from the Minist:xy of Home Affairs, dated 
19th December, 1928, setting forth the views 
of the Ministry regarding the operation of the 
Poor Relief (Exceptional Distress) Act 
{Northern Ireland), 1928, in the Belfast 
Limon area, were informed by the clerk that 
a further ietter dated vd January, 1929, had 
been received from the Ministry of Home 
Affairs stating that, as the operation of the 
Order under Section 13 of the Local Govern- 
ment (Ireland) Act, 1898, expired on 4th 
instant, the Ministry of Home Affairs had 
before them the resolution of the Board of 
1st January, and as exceptional distress 
existed in the county borough of Belfast 
they had sent an order under seal authoris- 
ing outdoor relief to be granted to unem- 
ployed persons on conditions as set forth in 
the original orders for a period not exceed- 
ing two months. " 

A PERIOD OF GRACE. 

The second leiter of the Ministry from 
Mr. Harris, secretary, ran:—‘‘I am directed 
by the Minister of Home Affairs to state 
that the minutes of the meeting of the Board 
of Guardians held on the lst instant have 
been before the Ministry, and the entries with 
regard to the letter of this Ministry, dated 
19th December, relative to relief in cases 
of exceptional distress in the Unton have 
received careful consideration, 

‘The Ministry regrets to note that the 
consideration of the matter has been swst- 
poned to the 8th instant., and in the mean- 
time the (Guardians have requested the 
Ministry to issue a further order, similar to 
that in force at present, and which expires 
on the 4th instant. The Ministry is nnable 
to accept this principle, in view of the fact 
that cases may exist in the city of Belfast 
which could not be dealt with under the 
provisions of an order in these terms, and 
in these circumstances, as it is satisfied that 
exceptional distress exists; and as the exist- 
ing order ceases to have effect on ihe 4th 
no alternative but 
to issue an order, which is sent herewith, 
authorising the Guardians to give relief in 
cases of exceptional distress, subject to the 
conditions which were contained in the 
original order. under Section 13 of the Local 
Government (Ireland) Act. 1898. It will be 
observed, however, that the duration of this 
order has been limited to a period of two 
months.”’ 


COMMITTEE'S DISCUSSION. 


In the discussion it was decided by the 


committee, with one dissentient, to report 
to the Board that the Ministry, having 
issued an order without waiting for the 


views of the Guardians, the Guardians could 
not take any responsibility for the working 
of the order. : 

The Cierk pointed out that the Grder under 
Section 13 of the Local Government (I.) Act, 
1898, having lapsed, and the new one not 
being put in force by the Guardians, outdoor 
relief in those cases would now be discon- 
tinued. 

The committee passed the following recom- 
mendation to the Board :—‘‘ That the Board 
regret that the refusal of the Government to 
renew the Order deprives the Guardians from 
granting outdoor relief to those suffering 
from dhsability, which renders their chance 
ol geiting employment nil.” 

Mr. John Wilson, J.P., moved the adoption 
of the report. 

Miss Blackwood seconded. 

Mr. John E. Hall, J.P., asked if he was 
lo take it that the Special Committee said 
there was no exceptional distress in Belfast. 

The Chairman (Mr. R. Clements Lyttle, 
J.P.) said that he thought it was the opinion 
of the committee, or at least of a majority 
of them, that there was no exceptional dis- 
Liess. 

Several members cried, “ Shame, shame.” 

The Chairman, continuing, said that the 
Special Committee did not deny that there 


was any exceptional distress. 

Mr. Hall said that in his opinion there was 
more distress in their city to-day than when 
the Order was first applied for under Section 
13 of the Act of 1898. He moved that they 
put into operation Section 12. 

Mr. Collins seconded the motion. 

The Chairman said that they could not put 
Section 13 into force owing to the fact that 
a new Act had been passed—and an Order 
hav been made under it. 

Mr. Hall said that he would move 
that they carry out the Order. 

Mr. Collins seconded. 

Mr. Wilson said that he had moved the 
adoption of the report, and he had the right 
to speak to that motion. 

The Chairman said Mr. Wilson would be 
permitted to speak, but in the meantime 
they could take the amendment as moved and 
seconded. 


BOARD'S POSITION DEFINED. 

Mr. Wilson then stated the Guardians’ 
position at some length. The members of 
the Committee, he said, felt that when the 
Government had passed an Act of Parlia- 
ment dealing with outdoor rehef, a matter 
with which that Board had been dealing for 
four years, the Government had proceeded 
without any consultation or conference with 
the Belfast Guardians. So far as exceptional 
distress was concerned, the attitude of that 
Board had for years been recorded and put 
before the Government. ‘That attitude was 
that where exceptional distress existed among 
able-bodied persons it was a matter for the 
Government, and that any functioning of the 
Board of Guardians under Section 13 was not 
relieving the necessitous cases in the city at 


then 


all. It was within the knowledge of every 
member of that Board that where the 
greatest distress existed the people so 


afflicted had refused to apply for help in the 
way of outdoor relief. 

Proceeding, Mr. Wilson instanced the case 
of a young man who, while out of employ- 
ment, got married. The effect of the new 
Order would be that that young man could 
be made chargeable on them all his days. 
Let them understand that every able-bodied 
person, however undesirable he might be, 
who appeared before them, saying that he 
had no work and was not getting unemploy- 
ment benefit, would be bound to receive out- 
door relief. Having got into that position, 
what was the next thing they had to face? 
They had to face this, that certain sections 
of the community would not be satisfied with 
the granting of outdoor relief, but would lay 
it down that they must grant outdoor relief 
on a distinct scale, which, according to esti- 
mates made, would amount to 10s.

CRITICISM. 

“T consider that the Local Appointments 
Commission had done away with whet had 
been a blot on our public life—canvas=ing, 
said Mr. Doran in opposing the views ex- 
pressed by Father Malachy Brennan at the 
meeting of the Roscommon Committee ol 
Agricuiture. 3 i 
Monsignor Cammins presided. Gi 
The matter arose’ out of a communication 
from the Free State Department inquiring if 
the Committee were satisfied with the work 
of the Local Appointments Commission. 
Father Malachy Brennan proposed that the 
Committee express its utmost dissatisfaction 
with the work of the Local Appoimiments 
Commission. He added that cn principle and 
practice the Commission was wrong, because 
it took away the powers of the Jocal Council, 
which was constituted by representatives of 
the ratepayers. The smal] body in Dublin 
was not elected directly by the ratepayers for 
the purpose. It was against all democratic 
principles, and should not be tolerated except 
in the most extreme case. fhe reasons 
alleged for the functioning of the Appoint- 
menis Commission did not now exist. Some 
abuses, comparatively few, happened on the 
locul councils in the way of bribery to secure 
vetes for the appointment of officers, but, on 
the whole, there were now very jew councils 
where such practices prevailed. 
Father Brennan added that it was up to 
Catholics, and up to him as a Catholic priest, 
to raise the question as to why a Protestant 
doctor should be appointed in a Catholic 
community. The Catholic Church considered 
such a practice as immoral and wrong. 
Mr. J. Drury said that he could not 
exactly agree with the sentiments expressed. 
Mr. M. Brennan, T.D., suggested that no 
action be taken. In doing so, he felt that 
he had nothing to grieve about if the people 
got the best service. Hence he opposed the 
resolution. Father Brennan must have been 
misinformed about a lot of things. 
Mr. Doran, ‘in supporting Mr. Brennan s 
views, paid a compliment to the good work 
done by the Appointments Commission. He 
considered that the @ommission had done 
away with what had been a blot on their 
public life. It had done away with canvas- 
sing and other malpractices. He could not 
understand how any man could condemn the 
appointments made by the Commission. . 
Mr. Murray, who said that he was in 
favour of the proposition, asked them to 
consider the case of the appointment of a 
doctor in the North of Ireland. What would 
the necessary qualifications be there? 

Chairman—No matter what expression of 
opinion is given here it will be misleading. 
On a show of hands 15 voted for Father 
Brennan’s motion and 15 against. 


COMMON GROUND IN 
BELFAST. 


ALL PARTIES DENOUNCE 
CORPORATION, 


UNIONISTS PRAISED BY - 
NATIONALISTS. 
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From OUR SPECIAL REPRESENTATIVE. 
BELFAST, Wednesdays 

A common platform has been found by 
many Belfast Unionists and Nationalists— 
they are united in demanding a change in 
the management of the affairs of the city. 

The Northern Government itself does not 
escape censure. It is blamed because it has 
not abolished the Corporation and put in 
its place Commissioners who will perform 
the duties of corporators in an economical 
and businesslike way. i 

On the other hand, there is disagreement, 
not only among Unionists, but among 
Nationalists on that identical issue. A 
great objection to the appointment of Com- 
missioners is the ‘‘slur’’ that would be cast 
on the reputation of Belfast. 

Belfast men do not forget hegy they used 
to point to the Corporation of Dublin as a 
strong argument against unity with the 
South, and thev dread the ridicule that 
might follow if it were admitted that the 
Belfast corporators were not a whit better 
than their brethren in Dublin, 

A great many Nationalists, I gather, be- 
lieve that the Northern Government are 
afraid of offending their Unionist friends oe 
the Corperaticn, and that, therefore, the 
majority of the Corporation have their own 
way. A section of Unionists in favour of 
reform also feels that there is too much 
affection ty the Government for the Cor- 
poration. 


A NATIONALIST TRIBUTE. 


It is refreshing, however, to hear from 
critics of the Corporation that some 
good can come out of it. Especially is 
it pleasing to hear a tribute paid 


by a Nationalist member of the Corporation 
to some of the Unionists on the Council. 
‘To-day | had a talk with a Nationalist Alder- 
man of the City Council, who does not agree 
with everything that Ins fellow-Nationalists 
enunciate. 

"“ My opinion is,” 
it would be better 


he said to me, “ that 
to have representation, 
even small as it than to have Commis- 
sioners. lf you have three Commissioners 
you will probably have two Unionists and 
one Nationalist, and you will be no better 
off. ‘There are some Unionists on the Coun- 
cil who act as fair-minded gentlemen towards 
the minority, hear their case, and are ready 
to give them fair play.” 

There is a remarkable absence of per- 
sonalities between the public men involved. 
Disparagement of opponents is not at all in 
favour. 

Politics, too, have been largely thrust into 
the background in the municipal elections. 


THE 'BUS CANDIDATES. 

The action of the motor omnibus owners 
in putting up candidates is regarded gene- 
rally as a gesture of resentment against the 
attitude of the Corporation towards private 
emnibus owners plying in the city. They 
have a good deal of public sympathy, inas- 
much as tramear fares in Belfast are re- 
yarded as rather high, and the competitien 
of private enterprise tended to reduce these 
fares 

It has to be taken into account against 
that, however, that the Corporation were 
losing a substantial sum on their tramways 
service, and this was bad for the ratepayers, 
who would, in the end, have to pay in 
another way for cheap transport facilities. 

The average man seems to care little as to 
who compose the Corporation. He comments 
on the fact that in these elections Coun- 
cillors who were professed reformers found 
themselves opposed, while some who did not 
distinguish themselves as reformers, to say 
the least of it, have got a walk-over. 

The associations responsible for the choice 
of candidates have not been allowed to go 
uncriticised, and it will not be surprising if 
some strong remarks are made about their 
conduct at the meeting of ratepayers which 
is to be held here this month. 

The Independent Unionists in Belfast are 
amongst the dissatisfied citizens. The ex- 
pressed desire of the Government to dispense 
with Proportional Representation system, 
of voting is annoying them and others, be- 
cause it is looked upon as a means of estab- 
lishing a two-party system, to the exclusion 
of smaller party representation. The 
Nationalists, as is already well known, com- 
plain that the Government is not giving them 
fair play. 

Opponents of the Government also object 
vehemently to the proposed legislation, which 
will exclude from the franchise everybody who 
has not been resident in Northern Ireland 
for at least three years.

TROPHIES WEIGHING. 2,000 
OUNCES OF SILVER. 

Five racing cups, some of which were won 
by the fifth Duke of Richmond at Goodwood 
eighty years ago, are to be sold next week at 
Robinson and Fisher’s. The trophies weigh 
nearly 2,000 ounces of silver, and not within 
the last half-century has there been such a 
disposal in the saleroom. 

The racecourse at Goodwood was made by 
the third Duke, but it was the fifth Duke 
who made the race meeting a society function. 

The cups to be sold are :— 

The Orleans Cup, 1841, won by Mus; . 

The Stewards’ Cup, 1843, won by Yorkshire 
Lady ; 

The Goodwood Stakes Cup, 1845, won by 
Miss Ells ; = , 

The Goodwood Cup, 1852, won by Kingston, 


and 

The Goodwood Cup, 1859, won by Promised 
Land. : i 

When Mus won the Orleans Cup it was one 
of the striking examples of the uncertainty 
of racing over the Goodwood course.

Miss Ells, the winner in 1845, caused a stir 
in the racing world. In 1844, as a two-year-

The Duke took a great interest in the pass- 
ing of the new, Poor Law, and was Chairman 
of the Hampnett Union. The new workhouses 
were strenuously opposed by men of advanced 
views.

Dieting caused more trouble. The soup in 
the Hampnett Union was styled ‘‘skillygolee, 
and the paupers refused it. The Duke 
favoured the dish, and he succeeded in making 
it “ first favourite.”’ | 


“SKILLYGOLEE.'' 

At that time he had a horse which had 
lost every race, but the tide turned, and the 
unnamed horse won several cups. When it 
came to giving the animal a name, the Duke 
said, “call it ‘ Skillygolee,” like the work- 
house soup. It was a long time before ] 
could get it to go, but I have brought. them 
both in winners at last. 


MEDALS FOR TRAFALGAR. 

The Duke had a long fight in Parliament 
to secure the awarding of medals for the 
veterans of Trafalgar and. the Peninsular 
War. 

In Parliament he opposed the Duke of Wel- 
lington on the subject. “‘ It is all very well, 
he said, “- for those covered with decorations 
to say, ‘ Don’t give medals to“captains, non- 
commissioned officers, and privates,’ bat I 
should like to know whether, without these 
men, they would have got their honours 
the mselves.”’ 

The Duke won. He beat the Government 
ana the Horseguards, and every man got his 
medal. There was a public testimonial to 
the Duke. and private soldiers subscribed a 
penny each. The presentation took place at 
a demonstration in Willisss Rooms. It is in 
the very same place that the Duke’s racing 
trophies will be sold next week!

LOVER ON TRIAL FOR MURDER. 
The trial of Robert Williams (28), car- 
nter, for the murder of Julia Mangan, the 
rish girl, in Hyde Park on October 25, was 
begun before Mr. Justice Humphrey at the 
Old Bailey yg ssmnÁ :

He told: her he would try and give up 
drink, and Julia said she would pray for 
him. -

EX-SOLDIER FINED £5.

Edward Dowdall, of Upper Dorset street, 
Dublin, was fined £5 for making a false 
declaration with a-view of obtaining a pension 
allowance to which he was not entitled from 
the British Ministry of Pensions. . 
Mr. E: H. Burne, solicitor, who prosecuted
